2. A Notice to file missing parts including an oath or declaration dated 
Febmary 18, 2004 was mailed for the CIP application by the U. Patent Office. 

3. Mr. Winowiecki is a joint inventor of the parent applna^pn and has 
assigned his rights to LDM Technologies ("LDM").

4. Plastech Engineered Products ("Plastech") acquired LDM on February 14, 

2004. 

5. The undersigned attorney's law firm Harness, Dickey & Pierce represents 
Plastech in the prosecution of the parent application and the CiP. 

6. It is believed that Mr. Winowiecki is a joint inventor for the CIP. 

7. Diligent efforts were nnade by undersigned attorney on behalf of Plastech 
to obtain the signature of the non-signing joint inventor Kris Winowiecki for the CIP 
application starting in March 24, 2004. These efforts, which are outlined below, have 
failed to date. 

8. On March 24. 2004, the undei^igned attorney mailed an explanatory letter 
accompanied by declaration and assignment documents to Ian McLeod. Esq., who was 
believed to represent Kris Winowiecki in intellectual property matters, and requested 
that Mr. Winowiecki sign these documents. A copy of the letter of March 24, 2004 is 
attached under tab A. 

9. In a letter dated March 31, 2004 and addressed to the undersigned 
attorney, Mr. McLeod indicated that for various reasons he was not "interested in doing 
anything further to facilitate this matter" and that he woukJ advise Mr. Winowiecki not to 
sign the documents. The letter of March 31 , 2004 is attached under tab B. 

10. On April 13, 2004, the undersigned attorney mailed a letter to Mr. McLeod 
expressing the undersigned's understanding that Mr. McLeod was not willing to 
represent Mr. Winowiecki in this mater, and infomiing Mr. McLeod of undersigned 
attorney's Intent to contect Mr. Winowiecki directly. The letter of April 13, 2004 is 
attached under tab C. 
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11. On April 13, 2004, the undersigned mailed an explanatory letter to Kris 
Winowleckl enclosing the CIP application, and the declaration and assignment 
documents for Mr. Winowiecki's signature. The letter of April 1 3, 2004 is attached under 
tabD. 

12. On May 25, 2004, the undersigned mailed a letter to Mr. Winowiecki 
expressing the undersigned's understanding that Mr. Winowiecki was not willing to sign 
the documents. The letter of May 25, 2004 Is attached under tab E. 

13. A letter dated June 1, 2004 was mailed by Mary Moyne of McLeod & 
Moyne, P.O. to Plastech, as representing Mr. Winowiecki. In this letter, Ms. Moyne 
disputed Mr. Winowiecki 's obligation to assign the CIP to Plastech. The letter of June 
1 , 2004 is attached under tab F. 

14. The letter of June 1 , 2004 appears to offer the following reasons for Mr. 
WinowieckTs refusal to sign: 

a. that the claims and disclosure of the CIP application were expanded 
beyond those of the parent applicatton. 

b. that some material disclosed in the CIP applteatton is also the subject 
matter of another patent applicatton filed by Mr. Winowiecki (U.S. Patent 
Applteation Serial No. 10/176,008). 

c. that Mr. Winowiecki wished to discuss the test data presented in the CIP 
applicatton with the other joint inventors. 

15. The undersigned attorney is herein limited to stating only facts, but can 
provide additional Infomnatlon and arguments at the request of the Examiner to support 
the conduston why the atx>va reasons a, b. and c are believed to be irrelevant to Mr. 
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Winowiecki's obligation to sign the declaration and assignment papers.
